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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-14, 18 drawn to processes for selection of cells capable of expressing a 
protein essential for the cell's growth and a selected cell. 

Group II, claim(s) 15-17, 19-34, drawn to methods of selecting cells comprising an aminoacyl- 
tRNA synthetase capable of charging a tRNA capable of recognizing a missense mutation with 
an unconventional amino acid, selected cells and methods of using such cells to produce a 
polypeptide comprising an unconventional amino acid. 

Group III, claim(s) 35-46, drawn to methods of purifying the protein comprising the 
unconventional amino acid and the purified protein. 

Group IV, 47-49, diagnostic packs and methods of using the purified protein as part of a 
diagnostic composition. 

Group V, 50-51, pharmaceutical or cosmetic compositions comprising the purified protein and 
methods of using such compositions. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons. The special technical feature of Group I is the 
process of selecting mutant cells that are capable of compensating for a missense mutation in a 
protein essential for cell growth. Group II comprises an additional special technical feature not 
shared by, or required for the claims of Group I. This additional technical feature is the presence 
and use of an aminoacyl tRNA synthetase capable of transferring an unconventional amino acid 
to a tRNA that is itself capable of "reading" a missense codon. An additional special technical 
feature of Group III is the structural/functional characteristics of a protein comprising an 
unconventional amino acid such that the protein differs in its functional characteristics from the 
wildtype protein (e.g. ease of purification via the unconventional amino acid). The special 
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technical feature of Group IV is the use of diagnostic compositions and methods not required for 
any of the other groups. The special technical feature of Group V that is not shared by, or 
required for, the members of Groups I-IV is the use of pharmaceutical or cosmetic compositions. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
